The application has been amended as follows: 
Claims 9-14, 27-29 are cancelled. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In response to the office action dated 10/310/7, applicant has cancelled claims 7- 
8, 22-23 and amended claims 1-6, 15-21, 24-26, 30-32 accordingly. Claims 9-14, 27-29 
were withdrawn previously. The present invention relates to method and apparatus for 
dynamically reducing interference, particularly, in the ultra wideband received signal. 
Prior art of record (closest reference, Cheah - US 7,286,599) teaches detecting power 
intensity of the received ultra wideband signal; controlling the selection ("on/off states") 
of a plurality of filters. The selection in prior art is made corresponding to the selection 
in the transmitter. However, prior art of record, taking individually or collectively, fails 
suggest a motivation for incorporating in such method and apparatus to provide 
"controlling the on/off states of the plurality" of filters in accordance with the detection 
result (in the receiver), as claimed in all independent claims 1,15, 24, 30 (claims 2-6, 
16-21, 25-26, 31-32 dependent therefrom). Thus, claims 1-6, 15-21, 24-26, 30-32 are 
found to be novel and unobvious over prior art of record. 
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3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
